student pilot training course for the Naval Reserve. Lt. 
Comm, Walter will also acquaint prospective trainees 


with the necessary entrance 


qualifications. 

After his speech at the college, 
Lt. Comm. Walter plans to ad- 
dress. the Salinas Rotary Club 
downtown, after which he. will

be available for interviews by 
the students. These will take 
place at the Junior College be- 
tween two and four p.m., and in 
the evening, he will interview 
the parents of men who are in- 
terested in the Naval Air Corps 
training. 

Although there is no entrance 
examination required by the Re- 
serve organization, a student, to 
be eligible for training, must be 
an American citizen, between 20 
and 27 years of age, and must be 
unmarried and agree to remain 
so for two years. He must also 
meet certain physical require- 
ments, and must have a mini- 
mum education of two full years 
in college. Salinas Junior College 
will offer the proper preparatory 
course. 

If the student is selected for 
pilot training, through his sub- 
mitting of an application to the 


Flight Selection Board at. the 
Oakland Airport, he is eligible 
for a course of training which 
comprises two stages: one-month 
elimination flight training at 
Oakland, and the main course 
at Pensacola, Florida. The train- 
ing consists of actual flying of 
all types of Naval aircraft, both 
single and multi-engined land 
and sea planes. The ground 
training consists of a thorough 
course in navigation, radio, en- 
gines and airplane structure. 
Two alternatives for a career 
in aviation are offered. The first 
allows the candidate to be re- 
leased from active duty with the 
United States fleet as an Ensign 
in the Naval Reserve at the end 
of four years after which he may 
enter the rapidly expanding field 
of commercial aviation. The sec- 
ond provides that the candidate 
after 18 months of duty ‘with the 
fleet as an Ensign, may apply for 
a commission in the regular 
establishment of the Navy or Ma- 
rine Corps and thus devote all 
his training towards a military 
career. By obtaining this regular 
commission in the line of the 
Navy or Marine Corps the appli- 
cant becomes eligible for ad-

Remember Benny Goodman? If not, 


E. B. 
this story 


may serve as a summarization of the career of a man 
who rose to great heights in the music world only to 


stumble, then fall, and wh 
proving the adage “they never 
come back.” 

In 1937 Benny found himself at | 
the top of the ladder and was| 
hailed by some as the leader of 
the band of the decade. True, his 
style was not basically original 
as the Count Basie influence 
showed itself all too frequently, 
but nevertheless the band was 
without doubt the personifica- 
tion of swing. His clarinet notes, 
full, rich, and soul.stirring, were 
typical of the burning desire of 
American youth to give this new 
exciting music a home in their 
hearts as well as a place in their 
activities. Yes,. the “Pied Piper” 
was truly King of Swing,. and 
then it happened. Members of 
the orchestra that had ridden to 
fame under the leadership of 
Goodman decided that it. was 
time. to capitalize on their indi- 
vidual achievements. One by one 
they left; James, Krupa, Berri- 
gan, Mastern, and others. While 
these men were immediately re- 
placed, the band itself entered a 
state of decay and decline. By 
1939 the band was definitely on 
the way out. Twice his. path of 
glory had been dimmed by the 
newer bands of Shaw and Mill- 
er. By this time the name of Ben- 
ny Goodman had sunk into com- 
parative obscurity. 

Last year with the pitiful rem- 
nants of a once great organiza- 
tion B.G. suffered an attack of 
Sciatica which necessitated his. 
retiring to a sanitarium for rest. 
Ziggy Elman, first trumpet with 
the Goodman band, took over the 
management of the band in Ben- 
ny’s absence but the group soon 
fell apart. 

Recently Goodman was re- 
leased from the sanitarium. He 
gathered a pick band together 
and recorded a few commercial 
tunes, which barély made the 
juke boxes, and that’s about all. 

Just how long this present out- 
fit will last is hard to predict.

The Salinas Panthers defeated 
the Pasadena Junior College bas- 
ketball team last Thursday night, 
51-33: -before a near capacity 
crowd in the home gym. 

The game got off to a good 
start for the Panther quintet, 
which went right into the lead, 
scoring 6 points to their oppon- 
ents’ none in the first four min- 
utes of play. 

New Team 

At the end of 9 minutes of 
play, with the Panthers now
